classes from 32 per vent last year to five and one:-half per cent

this year, the Torrance
told last Monday noon.

Ivan Malm, boys counselor at

Torrance High  School, addres-
sing a ‘noon luncheon at the
TEAC, said that he could not
attribute the lowering . of the
number of failures to easier
‘grading nor lowered standards,
but credited the 'gain in the
number of passing students to
the guidance offered students
in the ninth grade basic skills
classes,

Mrs. Joanna Garver, girls
counselor, said the aim of the
guidance program is to provide
assistance in programing  of

@ .high school student’s course

of- study, offering atlvice on vo-
cational pursuits, treating the
special child (both the highly
intelligent and the retarded)
with special consideration, pro-
viding the proper tools for a
guidance program (books, aptl-
tude tests, etc.) prevailing upon
the services of a trained psy-
chologist when necessary, and
suggesting the proper college
and course of study for those
students intending to attend col-
lege.

John Steinbaugh, principal of
Torrance High School, told the
group that the goal of the guid-
ance ' program was to steer a
child along a course to enable
him to make his own decisions.
It was not the goal of the pro-
gram to make the gecisions for
the child.

Outlining the present pro-
gram, Charles Wallace, vice
principal of Tarrance High
School, said the guidance of stu-
dents in the ninth grade is un-
dertakem by the teacher of the
“basic’ skills class.” Here the
student is under*instruction for
four periods each day during
the student’s first year in" high
school.

The Amanitas ‘are extremely
appetizing but a person would
be a “long time dead” if he
ate these “destroying angels.”

If one has the urge to “take
a chance,” perhaps a run-back
on the names by'which some
of them are commonly known
will be a deterent—Black Lily, *
Stinkhorn, Death Cap, Black
Death and the Destroying Angel
—are but a few, .

“When in doubt, don't” applies
to many situations but net to
picking wild mushrooms, There
should never he any doubt—ft
should always be DON'T, Those
available through markef, of
course, have been nrowr ‘o
merelally and are perfect ly safe,
